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Legislature Called To Meet December 28: 
Graves Requests Session; Road Boid Issue 
Will Be Submitted To Voters of The State 


; Birmingham, Ala., Nov. 29— 
Governor W. W. Brandon has 
called an extra session of the 
Alabama legislature for Tues 
day, December 28, to submit a 


$25,000,000 bond issue for 


good roads to the people of Ala 
bama and also included in hts 
call a proposal for the legisla- 
ture to levy a two cent gasoline 
tax. 

The call of Governor Bran- 
don was announced here by 
Recording Secretary Heustess 
to Governor Brandon. Mr. 
Heustess in announcing the 
all gave out copies of two let- 
ters one from Governor-elect 
Colonel Graves asking for the 
call and one from Governor 
Brandon announcing the call as 
well as the official proclama- 
tion for the eall. 

Governor Graves in his letter 
to Governor Brandon asking 
for an extra session points out 
that the funds from the $25,- 
000,000 bond issue will be ex- 
hausted when present road con- 
tracts are completed, and fur- 
ther points out that it is imper- 
ative that Alabama _ continue 
constructon of roads. He asks 
in his letter that the governor: 
include the two cent gasoline 
tax proposal to insure the pay- 
ment of the interest on the pro- 
posed new $25,000,000 bond 
issue and to provide a sinking 
fund for the retirement of the 
new issue. This two cent tax 
is to be in addition to the two 
cent tax now leved which is 
shared in equally by the 6% 
counties of Alabama, 

Governor Brandon in his Jet- 
ter to Governor Graves says he 
is only ineluding in his eall 
those subjects suggested by 
Governor-elect Graves and he 
also takes occasion to assure 
Governor-elect Graves. of his 
full co-operation in the admin- 
istering of the affairs of the 
state. 

The proclamaton issued by 
Governor Brandon follows: 

“Whereas, in my opinion an 
emergency, such as is conten: 
plated by Section 122, Consti- 
tution 1901, exists requiring 
the action of the Legislature of 
Alabama concerning matters 
hereinafter specifically men- 
tioned: 

“Now, therefore, I, William 
W. Brandon, governor of the 
state of Alabama do hereby 
eall into extraordinary session 
the legislature of Alabama, 
elected on November 2, 1926, 
such extraordinary session of 
the legislature to convene at 
the capitol in the senate cham- 
ber and in the hall of the house 
of representatives on Tuesday, 
the 28th day of Deeember, 
1926, at 12 o’clock, noon, ana 
I do hereby designate the fol- 
lowing subjects and matters as 
those concerning the action of 
the legislature deemed nev: 
essary : 

**(1) To submit to a vote o1 
the electorate of Alabama a 
constitutional amendment au- 
thorizing the issuance and sale 
by the state of Alabama of 
bonds not to exceed in value 
twenty-five million ($25,000,- 
000) dollars for the purpose ot 
constructing and maintaining 
roads, highways and bridges 
in the state, said bonds to be in 
addition to those heretofore au- 
thorized for such purposes. 

“(2) To enact a law levy- 
ing a tax of two cents per gar 
Jon on gasoline or other sub- 
stances or substitutes for the 
same kind as the motive powe; 
of self-propelled vehicles of al! 
kinds, said tax to be in addition 
to that already levied upon 
such substances. 

“In wtness whereof, I, Wil- 
liam W. Brandon, have caused 
this proclamation to be issued 
on this the 27th day of Novem- 
her, in the year. of our Loru 
One thousand nine hundred 
and twenty-six and have caus- 
ed the same to be attested Dy 
the secretary of state under 
the great seal of the state.

With cotton seed meal 
selling for an unusual low price 
this season, it seems that “here 
could be no better market for 
this home grown product than 
to feed it to dairy cows. 85 per 
cent of the fertilizer value of 
the meal is returned to the soil 
when fed to cattle, and there 
is no better cream and milk pro 
ducer grown than cottonseed 
meal, 

There is no commodity or 
erop that can be grown in Cof- 
fee County as successfully as 
cream.

(Continued from last Januar vy) 
Note: This countinues stor y of 
Coffee County's provision for 
the indigent Which began prior 
to the Civil Wa ar. 


Not only were many whites a 
charge on the County, but there 
were colored paupers, and the 
County’s generosity was extend 
ed to them. “Betsy” a pauper 
“freedman” was cared for from 
Sept. 1865 to March 81 1866, 
and then sent to the poor house 
which had lately been provided 

At the March term of the 
Court, 1866, the Court took up 
the matter and considered the 
building of a Court House, It 
will be remembered that the 
Court House was burned — in 
18638 and for three years the 
County administration had 
been renting rooms for oftices 
and for the holding of the 
Courts. ‘Treasury notes were 
issued in denominations of $1 
and $5 in the total sum of $10.- 
000, to finance the rebuilding 
of the Court House. (Note: 
the history of Court Houses is 
given in another chapter.) 

At the June term, 1866, pro- 
vision was made for having ra- 
tions for the destitute hauled 
from Greenville, Alabama, in- 
stead of hauling from Mont- 
gomery, and J. &. Albritton, 
county agent for distributing 
provisions to the destitute, was 
instructed to distribute rations 
hauled from Greenville pro ra- 
ta among the beat agents, and 
to no other persons except to 
the destitute of beat 6 in whic 
said Albritton was assistant to 
the beat agent. 

At the same term of the Court 
of County Commissioners, the 
following order was adopted: 
“Tt:is ordered by the Court that 
J. E. Albritton be and he is here 
by allowed fifty dollars per 
month, in good current funds, 
for his services as agent for the 
County in receiving and distri- 
buting provisions and making 
his reports ete, for the destitute 
of the county.” Dr. F. M. 
Rushing was allowed $33.50 
for “medical services rendered 
a freedwoman formerly owned 
by Judge Reynolds.” Dr. J. P. 
Blue was paid $22.68 for haul- 
ing. i ‘rations from Greenville.” 
Dr. Tucker was paid $3.50, 
T. Ww. Thompson was paid 
$32.86, for “hauling rations 
from Greenville.’ The Court 
ordered that “Beat Agents be 
continued and authorized to ad 
vertise to destitute and make 
their reports to the County 


Agent and to draw from him] 


the rations” for the destitute. 

At the July term, 1866, the 
Court paid J. L. Wilson, Frank- 
lin Owens, E. Folsom, Mrs. 
Beard, A. G. Hammond, Nat 

Barker, N. Fountain, J. P. Blue 
and Y. A. Johnson for hauling 
“rations from Greenville.” The 
amount paid were at the rate 
of $2 per hundred pounds, 

Dr. J. G. Moore was. paid 
$300 for four hundred bushels 
of corn bought for “indigent 
families of Coffee and deliver- 
ed at Henderson’s store in 
1864.” Blizabeth Parrish was 
declared a pauper and James 
Rodgers was paid $10 per 
month for her support. At 
this term of the Court Commis- 
sioners H. K. H. Horn and L. 
J. Cole were authorized to em- 
ploy some person to take 
charge and superintend the 
Poor House, and to ‘‘make such 
repairs as needed’. John 8. 
Grumbles was declared a paup 
er, and L. J. Cole was authoriz- 
ed to take charge of said Grum 
bles and “have him supported.’ 
At this term of the Court an 
order was made to change the 
price of hauling “vations from 
trenville’” from $2 to $1 per 
hundred pounds. 

The Commissioners Court 
met again in September, 1866, 
and allowed claims for work 
done on poor house, for haul- 
ing rations for destitute, for 
caring for poor, and ordered 
that paupers be transferred to 
the poor house, the EON Copii 
order being made: “It is orde 
ed by the Court that all A AMaana 
declared paupers by the Court 
and ordered to the poor house 
must either go themselves to 
poor house or be sent by the 
persons having the care of 
them, and that no ‘person will 
receive compensation from the 
county for keeping them after 


- being ordered to the poor 


eet 


house.” “At this’ term the 
Judge of Probate was authoriz- 
ed fo make settlement with J. 
Qi. Albritton, County agent, and 
pay him fifty dollars a month 
in vations, and it was ordered: 
“That said Albritton be direct: 
ed to sell the corn sacks at pri- 
vate sale and pay the vent of 
commissary house which the 
county will have to pay (one 
half) and the balanee aceount 
to this court for or to go on his 
salary as credit to the county.” 

At the November term, 1866 
the Court made orders of pay- 
ments for hauling rations from 
Greenville to S A. Cauthen, 
Dr. BE. Tueker, M. Sowell and 
paid L. J. Cole, H. K. H. Horn, 
A. G. Hammond for care of 
poor, 

At the December term, 1866 
the Court made the following 
order: The Court having re- 
ceived official notice that there 
were 800 sacks corn and 1500 
Ibs, bacon at Greenville for 
the destitute of this county and 
having fully. considered . the 
financial condition of the coun- 
ty have concluded that the coun 
ty is unable to haul the provi- 
sions and the Probate Judge is 
hereby directed to communi- 
sate this faet to the Agent at 
Greenville with inquiry as to 
whether any assistance can be 
given the county in aid of this 
subject and the answer to be 
reported to any future called 
court.” 

At the Feb. term, 1867, the 
court entered the following 
orders’ “It is ordered by the 
Court that Jordan & Knight, 
agents for receivers and distri- 
butors rations in Greenville be 
allowed fifty dollavs for the 
first. month and thirty dollars 
per month till further orders, 
their paying drayage etc, that 
is, the said Knight & Jordan 
and the treasurer is ordered to 
pay the same as it becomes 
due.’ (This order was chang- 
ed by order, July 17th, 1868.) 
And the following order: “Tt 
is ordered by the Court that 
Marv and. Martha Eagerton, 
nurses at the Poor House, be 
allowed forty dollars for their 
services as such from Aug. 4, 
1866 to 4, January, 1867 ete. 

On Feb. 18, 1867, the follow- 
ing order was made’ "Dr, J. 
T, Amerine proposes to receipt 
for and reesive at Greenvillle 
ind forward and distribute, un- 
der the orders of the Court at 
Elba, such vations as may be 
for the county, at fifty dollars 
per month and transport the 
rations to Elba:at one dollar per 
hundved and look to the recipi- 
ents for the pay for transport- 
ine provided the court will al- 


low the vations to be retained | 


until the expenses for the haul- 
ing is paid by the receiver. 

It is ordered by the — court 
that the above proposition be 
accepted and that J. T. Amer- 
ine be and he is hereby authori 
zed.to receive any rations 
whieh may be at Greenville for 
this county and receipt for the 
same agreeably to the above 
proposition.” 

Digressing for a moment, 
permit calling attention to the 
following order of the Commis- 
sioners Court, Feb. 18, 1867: 
‘iIpon the petition of a la ge 
number of reputable citize ns of 


‘offee County asking that J. I. 
Ww arren and B, QO, Mus serove, 
merchants and partners and re- 


tailers of Spivituous Teves be 
exempt from paymet nt of Coun- 
ty tax for vetailing on account 
of both caine poor and erippl- 
ed.

Bleet Bibb Graves’ 
plan is adopted by the Legisla- 
ture Coffee  Gounty rural 
schools this term will be extend 
ed one month, giving seven 
months instead of six, This 
will be one of the first thingg 
Goy. Graves expeets the regu- 
lar session to do so that the 
money will be available before 
{he close of the school term. In 
doing this Gov, Graves is true 
fo his platform promises, this 
having been the leading plank 
in his platform, 

In many counties like Coffee 
having mainly white children 
we have not sufficient funds to 
‘un seven months terms. Gov. 
Graves proposes and will ree- 
ommend to the legislature the 


appropriation of — sufficient 


funds to enable the extension 


of the school term one month 


this year. This can be done in 


Coffee with about $28,000 


more this year, The County 
Board of edueation will have 


the apportionment of this sum 
so that all rural sehools may 
be inereased and extended to 
seven months this year. 


If the legislature adopts Gov. 


Graves’ recommendation,  re- 
lief will come at once this year, 
and we wont have to wait. The 
next year the term will be ex- 
tended to eight months. 


Col. Graves appreciates the 


need of a forward step in rural 
schoool edueation at once. He 


says that children must finish 


the elementary and high school 
before they have need of the 
higher institutions, and he be- 
lieves in beginning at the bot- 
tom and build upwards.

BEST METHODS FOR PER- 
MANENT PASTURES.

Permanent pastures should 
not be made on lands suitable 
for cultivation. To keep level 
ha suitable for cultivation in 
Fl mmanent pasture, has sever 
al “dis advantages. This land is 
likely to beeome infested wiih 
the eyes of, parasites that in- 
fest livestock. This is particu- 
larly true of pastures for hogs, 
sheep, and calves. Permanent 
pastures may become weedy 
unless they receive consider- 
able care and attention. But 
perhaps the greatest objection 
ta keeping level land suitable 
for cultivation in a*permanent 
pasture is that the available 
fertility added from pastwing 
is not used to the fullest ad- 
vantage. Land made rich by 
the growing of yeas in the 
pasture should be used a part 
of the time in thet pieauerion 
of cash and, feed erops to be 
harvested. 

In shor!, soil improvement 
is most economically obtained 
by a rotation in erops in when 
legumes occur. A rotaton for 
soil improvement should not 
only contaiti legumes erops, but 
these sh vid te graze eA avd th 
gathered nitrogen largely left 
on the land. <A four, five or 
even six year rotation, with one 
to two years in pasture is the 
ideal for the most economical 
soil improvement. Of course 
owing to the small number of 
livestock few Southern farmers 
can put more than a small area 
of land in such rotation, but 
that is no reason why they ¢ean- 
not try out the plan oa a small 

wea. If they do, it will be bet- 
ter for the land and the live- 
stock, and we miss our guess 
greatly if after trying it on a 
mall avea they do not great 
incvease the acreage in the ro- 
tation.—Tait Butler, in The
